Sheep's bl 
to locate 


A laboratory firm in Conn- 
etticut has recently purchased 
land in Prince Edward County 
with the intention of setting up 
a small plant to process sheep's 
blood, used in-a variety of 
serums ond plasma for veterin- 
ary purposes. 

According to County In- 
dustrial Commissioner, William 
Duggan, arrangements are now 
underway with local sheep 
farmers to purchase blood. Plans 
call for extraction of about one 
pint of blood per month per 
animal. Such operations are 
strictly supervised by the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture. 

Bill Olan, assistant ag

Walter Miller, Vice Pres- 
ident of the NFU, in a recent 
letter to the Hon. Wm. A. 
Stewart, Minister of Agricult- 
ure and Food, called on the 
Minister to use his influence to 
get other governments of Can- 
ada to help establish a totally 
co-ordinated program to dev- 
elop the livestock industry, 
ond help establish an overall 
national meat authority. 

The letter said the NFU is 
unable to support any prod- 
uction incentive program for 
beef without first having es- 
tablished an overall national 
meat authority to avoid placing 
beef producers in a comparable 
position to that experienced 
by hog producers over the past 
few years or shifting product- 
ion from one commodity to an- 
other. 

The letter suggested low 
interest partially forgiveable 
loans could serve a useful pur- 
pose if applied on a general 
basis to establish young farm- 
ers in the business of farming, 
but not on a commodity basis.

For if it is imaginatively planned with con- 
servation as first Priority and recreation as second, and if it 
is corefully supervised, then it will be a joy for us and future 
generations.

Dig 
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Gardening Tips 


by Mary Coleman 


START YOUR OWN BEDDING 
PLANTS NOW 

Have you ever stopped to 
think how many seeds there ore 
in a 25¢ packet? You can 
raise your own bedding plants 
for far less than you pay in the 
store for them; all it takes is a 
little time and trouble. 

If you happen to be an id- 
ealist you can build yourself 
a cold frame to do the job, but 
I find that the kitchen window 
sill works almost as well. To 
make a cold frame you need to 
build a little lean to, about a 
foot high at the back and about 
eight inches high at the front. 
The top is hinged at the back, 
and is made of glass or the 
clear plastic you buy for temp- 
orary storm windows. My cold 
frame was made out of an old 
window we found in the barn. 
The weather is still pretty cold, 
so a few bales of straw piled 
around the frame help, or you 
can run an extension cord out- 
side and keep a light bulb on in 
the cold frame at night. 

Plant the seeds either in 
peat pots or in flats, shallow 
boxes about 4 inches deep. If 
you take care when you plant 
the seeds you can save yourself 
the trouble of transplanting the 
seedlings later on. Plant three 
or four seeds in each spot, two 
or three inches apart each way. 
Then when they germinate you 
pull out the weak ones and 
leave just one strong seedling 
in each hole. Use a mixture 
of equal parts of soil, peat moss 
and sand, and keep the boxes 
moist, but not wet. The soil 
should be pressed down quite 
firmly and the seeds sowed on 
top. Then sprinkle a little more 
of the mixture over them to co- 
ver them. They need to be wat- 
ered gently - try using a laundry | 
sprinkler, or one of those bott- 
les that window cleaner comes 
in. 

IF you did have the ambit- | 
ion to build a cold frame, watch | 
the temperature. As the days 
grow warmer it gets surprisingly 
hot inside. When this happens, 
prop the lid up a couple of in- — 
ches, but be sure to close it at 
night. It's also a good idea to 
cover the glass with a piece of 
old carpet or some sacking at 
night for the first few weeks. | 

Towards the end of April 
if no frost is Forecast you should 


leave the lid open a little ot 
night to harden the plants off 
before you put them in the 

garden. IF you use a window 
sill inside the house you should | 
put the plants out during the day- 
time for a week or so, then | 


leave them out over night a 
couple of times before trans- 
planting them into the flower 
bed. 

This method works just as 
well for things like tomatoes 
ond peppers. It also works For 
melons and cucumbers, but 
remember that these vines do 
not stand transplanting well, 
so grow them in peot pots, or 
on a piece of turf. Then 
they can go out without being 
transplanted (you can put the 
peat pots right in the soil and 
the roots will grow through 
them, though it helps to make 
some holes to give the young 
roots a helping hand). 

If you are prepared to take 
the trouble of growing your 
own plants from seed you will 
find that you can have more 
flowers for a fraction of the 
cost, and you will also have 
the pleasure of starting spring 
a couple of months early this 
year!

What appears to be one 
more step toward a final solut- 
ion of the continuing Sand- 
banks problem was onnounced 
Wednesday at Queen's Park by 
new Notural Resources Mini- 
ster Leo Bernier. | 

The minister announced 
that 18 townships in Ontario, 
including Hallowell, where 
the Sandbanks are located, have 
been placed under the Pits and | 
Quarries Act. 

Hallowell Township off- 
icials were as surprised as any- 
one else at the news. Reeve 
George Vincent said Thursday 
that it was the first he heard 
anything about it. There had 
been no correspondence with the 
township in advance, as far 
as he knew. 

The move could affect not 
only the quarrying at the Sand- 
banks, which is by far the lor- | 
gest single quarrying operation 
in the township, but several 
other quarrying operations also, 
all scattered along the Ridge 
Road. Reeve Vincent said there 
are at least eight, including 
ones operated by the county, 
the township itself and several 
Private contractors. 

The act requires quarry 
operators in the designated 
areas to obtain a licence and 


to post a bond of up to $100, 
000 for rehabilitation of the 
site. The rehabilitation plan 
must be filed with the depart- 
ment. 

Hallowell was the only 
township in Prince Edward li- 
sted among those designated. 

Commenting further on his 
move, Mr. Bernier later was 
quoted as saying he hopes the 
Ontario Government will take 
over the area in question near 
the Sandbanks Park within the 
next three months, but re-aff- 
irmed that no action would be 
taken until a suitable alternate 
site has been found. 

Mr. Bernier said he has a 
"gentleman's agreement" with 
the company that they will not 
remove excessive amounts of 
sand from the site before mov~ 
ing. As the area has now been 
designated, the compony will 
hove to rehabilitate the sand 
dunes when it leaves, so the 
quarrying is not an eyesore. 

The minister added that he 
has appointed Dr. Walter Tov- 
ell, associate director of the 


Royal Ontario Museum, to ad- 


vise the department on the 
final stages of negotiations 
with the company. 


"The sand dunes," said Mr. 


Bernier, "are o heritage that

FORCING PUSSY WILLOWS 
AND FORSYTHIA 

Cure the midwinter blues 
with some attractive pussy 
willows or forsythia. Although 


bloom times ore still a few 
weeks away, the plants con be 
forced into blossom indoors, 
says Burke McNeill, Horti- 
cultural Specialist, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food. 

Cut 3- to 4-foot wands 
of Flowering wood ond place 
them in a vase or jar of water 
in a warm room.

Upsurge in bank 
mortgage activity 


Eight of the nine chartered 
banks approved advances of 
$1,135 million in mortgages 
for 66,854 individual dwelling 
units in 1971, an increase of 
130 per cent over 1970, the 
Canadian Bonkers’ Association 
said last week. 

These banks had convent= 
ional and N.H.A. mortgages 
outstanding at December 31, 
1971, 
58.4 per cent higher than at 
the end of 1970, and by Feb- 
ruary 16,-1972, 
amount was $2,422 million. 


Housing advances approved 


by the same banks amounted to 


almost 30 per cent of all mort- 
gage fund approved for res- 
idential construction by the 
private sector in 1971. In- 
cluding unpublished advonces 
by one bank made through a 
subsidiary, it is likely that the 
chartered banks became the 
largest single source of resid- 
ential mortgage Funds in the 
course of the year. 

The 1971 total of dwelling 
units for which financing has 
been approved, including dir- 
ect C.M.H.C. loans, is not 
yet available. But on the basis 
of 11-month figures, it is now 
apparent that the 1971 target 
of 230,000 new homes estab- 
lished by the Economic Council 
of Canada, had already been 
achieved by November.

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Skeleton of squirrel 
leads to discovery 


A young Belleville couple 
cleaning the attic of their 
century-old home recently 
stumbled across a valuable 
collection of Canadian hist= 
orical papers, and a skeleton. 

The skeleton, that of a 
squirrel, drew their attention 
to a mound of dusty, decaying 
papers later identified by 
Queen's University. lan 
Wilson, and History Professor 
Donald Swainson, as those 
of Canada's fifth Prime Min- 
ister, Sir Mackenzie Bowell | 
(1894-96). 

More than one-half of 
the 2,000 papers, some badly 
chewed, are of significant 


historical value and include 
many papers from Sir John A. 
Macdonald and his cabinet 
colleagues. Prof. Swainson, 
on expert in late nineteenth 
century Canadian history, 
said these papers provide re- 
vealing new material about 
Bowell and the Conservative 
Party. He noted that "nine- 
teenth century parties relied 
very heavily on patronage 
ond this collection provides 
a revealing insight into how 
patronage was used. "

An innovative means of 
coring for patients while short- 
ening their hospital stay has 
been underway at the Belle- 
ville General Hospital since 
October 1971. 

The Belleville General 
Hospital has leased a neigh- 
bouring motel, and transfers 
the patients who are about to 
be discharged and those need- 
ing diagnostic treatment to 
the motel, instead of keeping 
them at the hospital. 

Called the Queen's Self 
Care Unit, the project is ex- 
pected to cut down the hosp- 
ital's waiting list of patients 
needing hospital treatment and 
to increase the utilization of 
intensive core facilities at 
the hospital. 

The cost at the Queen's 
Self Care Unit is about $25 
a day as opposed to the Belle- 
ville General Hospital's bud- 
geted cost of $60.85 for 1971, 
John Kunetsky, Acting Ad- 
ninistrator explained. 

The idea for the project 
originated at the Ontario Cab-

Anderson explained that be- 
ginning in 1972, three nurses 
will be on duty during the day, 
while the evening and night 
shifts will require only one 
nurse. Dr. Anderson estimated 
that the present number of 
nurses can easily handle fifty 
to sixty patients. 

The Queen's Self Core 
Unit hos an examining and 
treatment room where nurses 
see patients in the mornings 
for specimens, tests and med~ 
ication. 

Patients eat in the dining 
room and are encouraged to 
move about.

On April Ist, 1972 all 
"extended care" nursing homes 
in the province will come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the On- 
tario Hospital Services Comm- 
ission.

Historic church 
to become museum 


A county museum for Prince | 


Edward County is about to 
become a reality, county coun- 
cillors were told last Thursday 
night. Under renovation for 
the past few months, the old 
St. Mary Magdalene Church 
building (c. 1825) will likely 
be ready to house exhibits 
early this summer. 

The committee recommend- 
ed that sufficient funds be in- 
cluded in the 1972 budget to 
complete the project, which 
took a major leap forward un- 
der special grants for winter 
employment. The recommend- 
ation is expected to be approv- 
ed at the March session of 
county council. 

A target date for opening 


the museum is tentatively set 
for June 15. It will be the 
Fifth museum in the county, 
the other four being the Rose 
homestead or Marysburgh Mus- 
eum, the Mariners Memorial 
Museum, Wellington and Am- 
eliasburgh Museums. 

The old church has been 
converted into a two-storey 
structure, increasing the pot- 
ential display area, under 
close consultation with the 
Provincial Archives Department. 
Special collections, earmarked 
for such a county museum, 
have been in storage for some 
years, and it is expected that 
the completed museum will 
complement rather than compete 
with the existing museums. 


RAIL TRIP SET FOR JUNE 

Arrangements have been 
completed with Canadian Nat- 
ional Railways for a 140-mile 
train trip for railfans on June 
10. 

The trip will be from 
Belleville to Marmora and from 
the Marmoraton Mines to 
Picton and return to Belleville. 

The unusual trip will bring 
the first passenger coaches to 
the rails of Prince Edward 
County in more than 30 years 

The eight-hour journey 
has been arranged by the 
Picton and Kingston model 
railway clubs. 

The old-time passenger 
coaches, with drop down win- 
dows will provide ideal photo- 
graphic opportunities for 
photographers. The coaches 
will be cut into the daily ore 
train between the ore cars and 
the caboose. 

The railfans will travel the 
route taken six times a week 
by the train bringing ore pel- 
lets from the Marmoraton Mines 
to the ore loading dock just 
north of Picton. 

Cost of the trip has been 
established at $7. A limited 
number of tickets are available 
to railfans from Williom 
Thorley of Picton.

EARLY SPRING PRUNING

Education costs still rising 


Cost of education in Has- 
tings county in 1972 will prob- 
ably be up 11.4 per cent over 
1971, if the board of educat- 
jon approves the budget preview- 
ed recently. 

Administration presented 
a $22,679,761 estimated bud- 
get, up $2,326,830 from 1971's 
$20,352,931. 

It's another tight budget, 
with $1,009,300 in requests 
pored from the total before the 
first draft was presented to the 
board. 

Because the 1972 grant re- | 
gulations from the department —_ | 
of education have not yet been 
received and revenue and tax 
requirements cannot be calcul- 
ated, trustees were not asked 
to approve the budget. They 
sent administrators back to their 
desks to prepare reports on 
some expenditures, such as 
purchase of portables and a bus, 
ond some program cuts, in ma- | 
intenance and special educ- | 
ation. 

The amount the board is al- 
lowed to spend in 1972 is 
based on ordinary operating 
expenditures of $598 for each

Instructional administration 
will cost the board $398,437 
in 1972, 1.75 per cent of the

staff of 24. The staff includes 
the director of education, six 
superintendents and nine sec- 
retaries. 

The cost in 1971 was $357, 
853. 

But, noted director of ed- 
ucation Eric Runacres, the 
staff has decreased over the 
year. When the board was 
formed in 1969, it employed 


ten superintendents and the num- 
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ber was reduced to eight in 
1970. The number of educat- 
ional assistants has been cut from 
14 a year ago to eight this 

year. 

Business administration 
will cost $362,452, accounting 
For 1.59 per cent of the total 
budget. 

The staff of 34.5 includes 
the five business administrators, 
two people in finance, seven 
in accounting, five on the pay- 
roll, four in charge of personnel, 
7.5 in purchasing and four in 
the plant department. 

Also included in the bus- 
iness administration budget is 
$2,500 for a newsletter and an 
unspecified sum for an honor- 
arium for retired superintendent 
L.A. Kells who has taken charge 
of establishing an archives. 

School office administrat- 
ion will cost $468,221, or 2.06 
per cent of the budget. This 
provides secretarial services to 
all secondary and elementary 
schools.

Hydro consults Iccal bodies — 


Municipal officials in 
Durham, Northumberland, 
Prince Edward, Lennox and 
Addington and Hastings count- 
ies met last week (Wednesday 
and Thursday) with Ontario 
Hydro representatives in Belle- 
ville and Port Hope to discuss 
proposed routes for transmission 
lines needed to carry power into 
the provincial grid from the 
new Lennox generating station 
near Bath. 

A Hydro representative 
said, "the facilities outlined 
to the wardens, mayors, reeves, 
planning board chairmen and 
conservation authorities are 
essential to transport power 
from the Lennox plant. All 
Hydro's major generating stat- 
ions now under construction 
will be linked into this bulk 
power transmission system to 
bring electrical energy to the 
major centres of population a- 
cross the province." 

Five alternate routes each 
610 feet wide were outlined. 
Three lines to be built on the 
right-of-way will be 500,000 
volts, with the first to be in 
service in 1975. A second 
would follow in 1976, and the 
third when growth of power 
demands takes place. Two 
additional 230,000-volt lines 
will be added os regional ec- 


onomic growth progresses. | 
Only the section between | 
the Lennox station to Hydro's | 
future power station site ot | 
Wesleyville were discussed. 
Eventually the lines will link 
into a grid stretching os far | 
west as Nanticoke on Lake | 
Erie. 
The five alternate routes 
examined by Hydro ranged 
from an alignment west from 


Lennox through Prince Edward 


county well south of Belle- 
ville, Trenton and Brighton 
to one north from Lennox to 
o point near Lime Lake and 
then west to cross the Trent 
River at Percy Reach and on 
near Warkworth to Elizab- 
ethville and then south to 
Wesleyville. 

The purpose of the meet- 
ing, said the Hydro repres- 
entative, was to familiarize 
those attending with the ov- 
erall plan and hear their 
views on the five proposed 
routes. 

Much of the time at the 
meetings was given to the 
criteria which is used in ass- 
essing the routes. Included 


were: social impact, envir- 
onmental impact, technical 
restrictions, costs, and 
affect on regional plans. 

In the near future, dis- 


cussions will be held with 
individual councils, boards, 
conservation authorities and 
other special interest groups 
outlining in more detail lo- 
cal aspects of the various 
proposed routes.

Hydro Quebec project threatens native bands 


The following brief, 
written by two Trent Univer- 
sity students and the wife of 
one of the students (formerly 
Sue Runnells of Picton) explains 
briefly the plans of Hydro Que- 
bec for the James Bay region, 
the effects it will have, and 
solicits support for the native 
people of the area. Do the 
people of Canada - Indian, 
Eskimo, or other, want this to 
happen? 

(a) N.B.R. Complex: 

This includes the Nottaway, 
Broadback and the Rupert riv- 
ers, flowing into the south- 
eastern corner of James Bay. 

A series of dams is planned 
which will create a large inland 
reservoir, flooding approxim- 
ately 1700 square miles. 

(b) EASTMAIN-FORT 
GEORGE Complex: This in- 
cludes the Eastman, Fort George 
(La Grande) Kaniapiscou, Op- 
inica and Great Whale Rivers, 
flowing into the north-eastern 
Part of James Bay and the 
south-eastern. portion of Hudson 
Bay. A series of dams is also 
planned here to create a huge 
inlond reservoir. It is also 
noteworthy that this involves 
diversion of many of the ofore- 
mentioned rivers. 

The environmental alter- 
ation that will occur as a dir- 
ect result of the project will 
incur dramatic changes: in the 
lifestyle of the native people 
involved. 

The Indian and Eskimo 
people are, toa very large 
extent dependent on the 
hunting, fishing and trapping 
for survival. In the area of 
the N.B.R. Complex, the 
moose population would be 
affected. Much of their 
feeding grounds would be 
Flooded and they wou Id be 
forced to migrate. In the 
area of the Eastman-Fort 
George Complex the caribou 
population is even more ser- 
iously threatened. Not only 
will their feeding grounds 
be flooded, but there will 
be a greot risk of drown ing 
during migrations porticul- 
arly of the calves in the spring. 
As it stands now this is the 
greatest natural threat to the 
species and will only be 
increased by the Hydro pro~ 
ject. The "Report of the 
Joint Federal Provincial 
Task Force Inquiry" states 
that "the reservoirs will def- 
initely result ing net loss of 
the habitat of the caribou 
and moose. The reservoirs 

may also have an impact on 
the migration routes of the 


caribou. In addition it is 
known that for this species 
the drowning of calves con- 
stitutes a major mortality 
factor." 

White fish, arctic char, 
sturgeon and trout are the main 
staple diet fot the natives 
of the area. With the dam- 
ming of these rivers the mar- 
ine environmental balance 
will be disrupted, ie: the 
flow of small tributaries will 
be greatly decreased causing 
9 drying-up of spawning 
grounds. Elsewhere there 
will be detrimental changes 
in the chemical balance of 
the water. These changes 
will cause a decrease in the 
population of edible fish and 
will increase the number of 
Predatory and less desirable 
fish. 

The decreased Flow of the 

rivers into Hudson Bay and 
James Bay will recede the 
shoreline causing the marshes 
along the east coast of the 
bays to dry up. These mar- 
shes are presently the mating 
and nesting grounds of the 
Canada, Snow and Blue geese. 
With this drying up-of the 
mating and nesting grounds , 
the species will be anihilated. 
Even though they have not 
been mentioned individually, 
the small animals, such as 
the beaver and muskrat, ore 
of utmost importance to the 
livelihood of the people. 

Initially, with the dec- 
reased flow of the rivers, the 
salt water of James and 
Hudson's Bays will combine 
with the fresh water render- 
ing all previous water supp- 
lies unfit for human consump- 
tion. This has Particular im- 
Pact on the native people be- 
cause all settlements are sit- 
uated at the mouths of the 
respective rivers. 

There is some discrep- 
ancy about ownership of the 
land involved however, the 
native population has inhab- 
ited the area since long before 
European migration to this 
continent. The Indian and 
Eskimo people also claim legal 
title to this land through the 
failure of the Quebec Province 
to meet the conditions of the 
agreement made with the North 
West Territories in 1912. In 
that year this land was ceded 
to Quebec with the Provision 
that the province settle land 
claims with the native people, 
This hos never been done. 

If the Hydro Quebec Pow- 
er project continues, the no- 


tive population will be rend- 
ered economically dependent 
upon the federal department 
of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. The Quebec 
government will be under no 
obligation to be responsible | 
for the welfare of the native 
people involved. If the non- 
Indian people of the province 

of Quebec are reaping the 
benefits of the Hydro Quebec 
James Bay Project why is the 
federal D.1.A.N.D. econom- 
ically responsible for the nat- 
ive people? 

Dr. L.M. Dickie of the | 
Bedford Institute and Dr. Rob- 
ert W. Stewart of the federal 
environmental department are 
quoted as saying: "Quebec's 
plan to dam three rivers that 
empty into James Bay might 
make the ice in James and 
Hudson Bays form later and stay 
longer." "The whole of Que- 
bec, some of Ontario and per- 
haps some of the Maritimes

Metcalfe’s water 
is OK 


In response to a pointed 
question in a Scanner editorial 
last week, Roy McDannold, 
manager of Metcalfe Foods, 
told the editor Monday that 
all water used in the processing 
of food is one hundred per 
cent potable. 

To achieve this degree of 
purity, Metcalfe’s uses its own 
water treatment system, to 
supplement the town's system, 
involving complete filtration 
and chlorination. 

Mr. McDannold stressed 
that Metcalfe's, as much as 
any citizen in the town, real- 
izes the need for a pure water 
supply, but that the cost factor, 
as projected, is economically 
unfeasible.

Six Nations Council won 
the right to appeal court dec- 
isions allowing Mrs. Bedard 
and her two children to con - 
tinue living on the reserve. 
Chief Councillor Isaacs has 
instructed council's lawyer, 
Burton Kellock to proceed with 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
No date has been set for a 
hearing. Mrs. Bedard married 
a white man in 1964 and they 
had two children. She is now 
separated from him and has 
come back to live on the res- 
erve. Council said that she 
had lost her Indian status and 
she was ordered to sell her house 
which had been willed to her. 
Instead she sought a court or- 
der allowing her to remain and 
won her case against an evict- 
ion notice issued by the Six 
Nations Council.

EXPERT ON EARLY STENCIL 
DESIGN TO SPEAK IN NAP- 
ANEE 

When the itinerent pedd- 
ler turned his horse into the 
settler's lane, early in the 
nineteenth century, he usually 
had one or two ‘fancy chairs’ 
on his wagon. Chair makers, 
long before Upper Canada could 
boast of furniture factories, 
were decorating the plain lad- 
derbacks and chicken coops 
with stencil designs in gilt and 
brilliant colours. For years 
these chairs were in fashion, 
and the fashion spread to in- 
clude mirrors, floors, even 
walls. 

Violet Scobie, when she 
lived in the New England 
States, had an opportunity to

see and to study American col- 
onial stencilled furniture. The 
interest there was high, long 
before Canadians discovered 
that they too had stencilled 
their furniture. 

Several stencil courses 
later Mrs. Scobie moved to 
Montreal, where she wos able 
to take classes in Canadian 
stencil design. With this train- 
ing, an observant eye, anda 
skilled hand Violet Scobie 
began doing her own research 
work on stencils, soon discov- 
ering that Upper ond Lower 
Canadian stencils were quite 
different from American ones.

Maple 


Signs of approaching 
spring are visible. In rural 
areas, you may note the act- 
ivities of the maple syrup 
producer, cleaning and ster- 
ilizing equipment, tapping 
the maple trees, stringing 
tubing or hanging the famil- 
iar buckets, hopeful of being 
ready to catch the first sap 
run of the season. 

What triggers the sap flow? 
It is one of the mysteries of 
noture. Studies indicate 
that alteration of internal 
pressure and suction occur 
within a tree during periods 
of temperature fluctuation 
back and forth across the 32° 
line. During o warming per- 
iod the internal pressures 
build up causing movement 
of sap up and down toa point 
of least resistance - the tap 
hole ~ from whence it is coll- 
ected. During a cooling 
period internal suction builds 
up resulting in a stoppage of 
sap flow from tap holes and a 

recharging of tissue above and 
below the tap hole with sap 
from other parts of the tree. 

Sudden changes in temp- 
erature will not cause heavy 
runs of sap. Rather the best 
sap runs occur when there is
